This picture, ‘‘ Aristotle contemplating the bust of Homer,’’ by Rembrandt van Rijn (c. 1606-1669), was thought 
to be one of the last truly great European paintings likely to come up for sale, and it was hardly surprising 
that its appearance at the Parke-Bernet Galleries, New York, should have created speculation and excitement through- 
out the art world. The painting was in England, in the collection of Lord Brownlow, in the 19th century. From 
here it joined the Rodolphe Kann collection in Paris, and then early this century passed into American hands 
through Duveen Brothers. Alfred Erickson bought it in 1928, after the painting had passed back into Duveen 
Brothers’ hands from the Huntington collection. Erickson’s widow died this spring. Rembrandt painted it on 
commission for a Sicilian nobleman, Marchese Ruffo, in 1653. It was one of several mythological works which 
Rembrandt painted for him. The enchanting Fragonard of a girl reading a book, also in colour in this issue, is 
another superb painting from the Erickson Sale. (554 by 534 ins.)

Among the great collection of paintings formed by the late Alfred Erickson, one of the pioneers of modern 
advertising whose widow died earlier this year, was this graceful and intimate study of a young girl reading, 
by Jean Honoré Fragonard (1732-1806). To anyone who knows Fragonard only as the flippant pupil of 
Boucher, specialising in exquisite little romances among the swings and arbours of classical gardens, the sim- 
plicity and tenderness of such a painting must come as a surprise, perhaps a revelation. Here is a painter who 
could capture without undue sentimentality the charm and “ prettiness ’’ of young womanhood. The colouring 
is fresh and bold—the rich red of the couch in shadow, and the streaks of green in the girl’s hair. Twenty-five 
pictures from the Erickson collection were being sold at the Parke-Bernet Galleries, New York. (32 by 25 ins.
